The Kpeaker'B aalary'la twenty-flve 
thousand clollars" a year;-. there are mis- 
cellaneous alio wancee which amount to 
almost M.-mucU more,* and .to these 
Is addeda handsome official i*esldehce 
such aa a prince might; envy. "More- 
over, while the speaker llBtena to the 
speeches ot dull members or restrain* 
the language of the Impetuous, he 1b 
sustained by the reflection that, when- 
ever he Is Inclined to give up the office, 
he can retire with a peerage, and the 
sssu ranee of receiving a check for a 
thousand paends every three months 
tor the rest of his day*. Such a re- 
flection might well beguile the moat 
tedious debate. The speaker hat' great 
power. No member of the house can 
speak In debate except with his con- 
sent. He can stop any member whom 
he regards as using .unparliamentary 
language, and can suspend him If he 
chooses. He can close any debate; he 
decides finally nice polata of parlia- 
mentary law, for bis rulings are never 
disputed. These powers might be 
abused by a partisan; but the speaker 
Is never a partisan. One of the con- 
siderations which determines his selec- 
tion Is that ho shall be satisfactory to 
both parties. He is nominated by the 
leader of the government party, and 
the nomination Is seconded by the 
leader" or. the opposition. ' 'When the 
ofilco becomes vacant the government 
chooses for speaker a member of the 
pnrty in power; .but If there Is a 
change of government he Is not- dis- 
placed, av^n^after an election at which 
hla party Is defeated. Under tho Am- 
erican , system, ft la . not possible that 
the speaker at the house of representor 
tlvcs should be so colorless a person 
as the tpcaker ot the house -of com- 
mons In expected to be. The British 
ministers have scats in parliament, 
and are the leaders of the house. In 
this country the separation ot execu-, 
tlve and legislative functions deprives 
the house of official leaders, and tho 
dominant party nceilB the " office of 
speaker as an aid in Impressing Its 
policy upon legislation. Nevertheless, 
Within these ' recognised limitations, 
speakers who were robust partisans 
have shown themselves capable of 
great fairness toward political oppon- 
ents.

A Suspicious Prior Itdbnkoi] bf Ilia 
Pop!!. 

Mr. U, C. Williamson, In his recent 
life of Fomglno, recalls a pretty story 
of how the artist, great himself and 
tho master of a yet greater pupil, Ra- 
phael, once rebuked a eusptclouB prior 
who doubted bis honesty. The old 
masters, In tho rich decoration of altar 
pieces, used gold leaf and the beautiful 
rich blue called ultramarine. The cost 
of these materials was so high that a 
special clause was often Inserted In the 
contract between the artist and the 
authorities of the building which he 
was to adorn, to the effect that the ar- 
tist should provide his own materials, 
but. that the necessary quantities of 
gold and ultramarine. should bo sup- 
plied to him. In accordance with euch 
& clause, the prior of ' the Ingesuati 
himself supplied and prepared the 
Ultramarine when Peruglno waa deco- 
rating their cloister,' Being both par- 
simonious and suspicious' in disposi- 
tion, he always remained preeenL while 
the artist was putting in his blues, mis- 
trustfully eyeing each celestially glow- 
ing Inch as the canvas grew, and mani- 
festly wondering if It could not have' 
.been achieved with less paint Peru- 
glno was displeased, but Bald nothing. 
Nor did be use In the -picture more 
blue than was necessary; but by filling 
his brush very full and innocently dab- 
bling It Id water each time before ap- 
plying It,' he managed, .to make away 
with several times as much of the valu- 
able color as be needed, without tho 
prior'a . perceiving anything *wrong, al- 
though dismayed at the quantity that 
disappeared! At the end of the day's 
work Peruglno poured nway the water 
in which hla brush bad been dipped, 
carefully dried the extra ultramarine 
which had been precipitated at tho 
bottom of the bowl, and returned It to 
the prior, with the qulot but stinging 
reproof: "This belongs to you, father. 
Learn to trust honest men, for they 
never deceive those, who confide In 
them, although they well know' hr-w to 
deceive distrustful .persons like your-

CHAPTER XII. 
"Training Day" ,wns one of the great 
occasions of the jpnr. Men who hiul "fit 
the Brltjdh" were not 'scarce; .the Mexi- 
can. ."War yet too recent for Its heroes to 
be much BOoken'of. v nB "veterans," 'except 
for oratorical effect; and it vaguely pleas- 
ing impression pervaded the country that 
the American citizen should stand, meta- 
phorically, with a 'chip on his shoulder. 
Inviting snme effete monarchy, to "knock 
;'it off and get Hcked." Martial 1 spirit and 
: patriotic pride stimulated a general Inter- 
■ «st in keeping- ntive military organlza- 
; tlons, ' Of course, the best "volunteer" 
forces must see much service before they 
attain the steadiness and discipline of 
"regulars," and our best military estab- 
lishment attainable then was very far 
below such perfection as the severely ef- 
fective school of civil war has since 
taught us in the ndaptatlen of our mill- 
, tia forces for ready mobilization as a 
'*■ "National Guard." But our militia was 
larger then, in proportion to the popula- 
tion, thnn it la now, and perhaps was in- 
fused with more spontaneity of patriotic 
cmtiusinsm thnn has been observable in 
lQter days, particularly since its main em- 
ployment has been in the ovum whip, and 
crushing of labor demonstrations. Then, 
every man capable of bearing arms was, 
not merely nominally and theoretically, 
but jQractlcnlly a member of it, supposa- 
bly ready and eager to rush forth, at any 
moment, armed with bis own gun, sup- 
plied with his own ammunition, clad ac- 
cording to his own means and fancy, and 
at least measurably provided with bis 
own rations, to exterminate foreign foes, 
wholesale or in ji>b lots, as they wight see 
fit to present themselves. To be an 
American and to liave a gun were the 
only real essentials,' in popular estima- 
tion. The man who could not be depend- 
ed upon to do "good fighting "on bis own 
book," independent of bow anybody else 
might be getting on in the melee of a 
battlefield, would not have been consid- 
ered of much account. 

Few were prepared to nftlrm that there 
.was not n desirable finality of style about 
company and even regimental evolutions 
In time of war, hut a popular feeling ex- 
isted that rehearsal of such things dur- 
ing profound peace was little better than 
threshing chaff and winnowing the east 
wind. Should they ever be necessary, 
Americans could pick them up in n few 
days. Hence, "Training Day," though 
everywhere observed ns an occasion for 
enthusiastic demonstration of patriotic 
and martial spirit, Involving not n little 
noisy jubilation and license, was seri- 
ously lacking In the educational charac- 
ter contemplated by the law. 

Very early In the forenoon the popula- 
tion of the whole country-side seemed to 
be decking en masse Into the little town 
of Washington, the county seat, and its 
streets were soon thronged with eques- 
trians and slcigbs of nil sorts and sizes, 
from the dainty "cutter" to the ponder- 
ous farm wagon body temporarily 
mounted upon bob-sled runners. Not only 
,/the defenders of the republic came to 
' town on "Training Day," but their oioth- 
ers, wives, sisters and sweethearts as 
Tv,ell; for there was both a gallant show 
to sec and shopping, long deferred for 
this occasion, to be done. Women packed 
each of the general stores, where dry 
goods,' plows, crockery, school books, mo- 
lasses, timothy seed and a thousand other 
i things were sold and all farm produce 
'bought; men crowded the particular 
■tores that dealt exclusively in wet goods, 
' for la those days the prohibition move- 
ment had not yet even chipped Its shell, 
and nobody thought harm of taking "a 
drop to keep the cold out," or, mayhap, 
"another for sociability's sake."

court bouse saddle horses were tied to the

There is a saying that "Flowers are 
the poetry of earth, as stars are tho 
poetry of heaven." If this be true, tho 
beauty of tho floral effects to be seen 
at the Pan-Amcrlean Exposition will be 
pronounced as a rare combination of 
both, for never yet at an exposition 
have such magnificent effects been 
seen as will be visible In some of the 
fountain bnBlns at the Pan-American. 
There beautiful plants and flowers, 
kissed to a state of dewy dnzzloincnt 
by the falling spray and tho glow of 
concealed incandescent lamps, will de- 
light tbe visitor. 

At the exposition in Omaha souii 
little success was obtained in thus 
lighting up the flowers and the foliage 
of plants In the wntcr-bnslns, and this 
has led Henry E, Itustiu, chief of the 
mechanical and electrical bureau, to at- 
tempt to enlarge upon what he accom- 
plished In Omaha, When thuB lighted, 
the flowers and plants take upon them- 
selves new colors, each one seemingly 
more beautiful than tho color dtsplnycd 
under full sunlight. Then the little 
mystery of where the Illumination 
comes from Is delightful, and, knowing 
tilts, tbe skilled electrician Is most care- 
ful to conceal his lamps where least 
likely to attract the eye. Perhaps an 
artificial leaf, an artificial flower, Is 
used to hide the lamp, but Its full bril- 
liancy Is allowed to beam upon the 
plant and flowers, making a picture 
that Is lasting. It is when such effects 
are obtained that tlie full appreciation 
of enjoyment Is expressed In the single 
word "beautiful." It was so at Omahn, 
and It will be more so at tho Pan- 
American.

The opponent's Elastic Tard-Stlck. 

Opponent of equal'suffrage havo made a 
wonderful invention — nn elastic yardstick. 
By aj'udicious use of it, thoy propose to 
prevent women from voting. Whonovcr 
any woman does an unwise thing, thoy 
charge it ngainst the whole body of women 
and gravely affirm that all women are un- 
fit to vote. A few days ago some of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution; in 
a contested election, lost their temper and 
got into a verbal scrimmage, which was 
telegraphed from Maine ,to Mexico, as an 
evidence of woman's' unfitness for self-gov- 
ernment. The Boston Dnily Herald, with 
owl-like gravity, ina leading editorial, con- 
tended that: 

"The Washington action docs not render 
it probable that women with full suffrage 
rights would bo a success in public affairs, 
since if women aro to have tho suffrage 
all women must be admitted to it. The 
miBbehftving Woahingtwi women mu&t 
como in as well as tho more properly con- 
ducting woman euffrngists. 1 ' 

Yet, the same day, the Herald recorded 
tho fact that a number of Irish' members 
of Parliament refused to obey thoauthority 
of the Speaker, and bad to be forcibly re- 
moved by a squad of policemen. Where- 
upon the Herald remarks that': 

"Tho rumpus may be taken as proof 
that the Irish factions nro even more thor- 
oughly united than win supposed, and are 
starting out to follow tho tactics laid down 
by their great Parliamentary leader, Par- 
noll." . 

Heroes the' elastic yareetick applied re- 
spectively to tho Irish and the woman. 

The Herald does not propose to disfran- 
chise all IriBhmon. That very day tho 
Herald chronicled nn assault committed by 
Senator J. H. Goigcr, of Montana, upon 
A. B. Keith: 

"Last night tho men" met in the lobby 
of the Sonata chamber nt the close of the 
extra session, Geiger rushed at Keith, 
who struck him a heavy blow on tho fore- 
head with a loaded cane. The Senator 
was stunned. Before ho recovered Keith 
had wnlked away. Senator Geiger is now 
searching for Keith with a revolver, hav- 
ing threatened to kill him on eight. A 
shooting affair is retrarded when thoy meet. 

But the editor does not suggest the dis- 
franchisement of all the men in Montana; 
not even of the. Montana Senator. Again 
the elastic yardstick, Five days before, 
"a fierce fisticuff fight'.' was clironicled 
between tho German and Czech deputies in 
the Austrian Reichrath.' But nobody sug- 
gests that all Germans and Czechs should 
bo forever disfranchised. 

Mrs. Nation enforces Kansas law by 
smashing illegal saloons. She is cited as 
an awful example of "women in politics." 
But no one has proposed to disfranchise 
tho legal liquor dealers, or thocounty offici- 
als who refuse to 'enforce, the' lawa of Kan- 
sas. It is another case of the elastic yard- 
stick, always used to tbo disadvantage of 
women.

were polite 'because they are bred to 
rigid politeness, but I neror lelt' drawn 
toward a Chinese genJeman as any 
ono would bo toward a Rajput, a Sikh, 
or an Afghan gentleman, I bad with 
me on my Journey from Pokln to India 
one companion only — a Chinese serv- 
ant He did his -work excellently, and 
wo never fell out But, though we 
rode together for thousands of mllee 
and shared many dangers In common, 
■we -were never really attached to each 
other; and I am absolutely certain that 
if. I ever see him again he will never 
dream of jumping up and down and 
kissing my bands nnd feet In dog-llko 
dovotlon, like my ChltraH servant did 
when I returned to Chftral at the close 
of the sleee. As for the Chinese with 
whom I was brought In merely casual 
contact in passing- through towns and 
villages, the only thing to be said la 
that they make no attempt whatever to 
disguise their aversion. No country Is 
so unpleasant to travel in as China. 
It was a common experience to havo 
mud and stones thrown at one In pass- 
ing through a town, and to be greeted 
-with flcoffsand sneers by an excited 
mob. I gather, therefore, from this 
that the real,' .the Instinctive nttltudo 
of the Chinese, as a whole, toward for- 
eigners, is one of intense antipathy; 
and If we consider the rigid conserva- 
tism of the people we may be certain 
that that antipathy -will" last for many 
a century yet! And very natural this 
antipathy is, many will say, and small 
wonder that they Beek to keep the 
pushing foreigner at a distance. "China 
for tho Chinese" Is a thoroughly com- 
prehensible sentiment; and what right 
hava we Europeans to force ourselves 
In -where we are not wanted?

Tho opponent's Elastic Yard-Stick. 
Opponent of equal Buffrngo have made a 
wonderful invention — nn elastic yardstick, 
By a judicious use of it, they propose to 
preyent women from voting, -Whenover 
nny woman does an unwise thing, they 
charge it against tho' whole body of women 
and gravely affirm that all women are un- 
fit to vote. A few days ago some of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution, in 
a'contestod election, lost their temper and 
got into a verbal scrimmage, which was 
telegraphed from Maine ,to Mexico, as an 
evidence of woman's- unfitness for Belf-gov- 
ernment, Tho Boston Daily Herajd, with 
owl-like gravity, in a leading editorial, con- 
tended that: 

"The Washington action does not render 
it probable that women with full suffrage 
righU would be a success in public affairs, 
since if women are to have the Buffrage 
all women must he admitted to it. Tho 
misbehaving Washington women must 
come in as well as tho more properly con- 
ducting woman suffragists.'*; 

Yet, the same day, tho Herald recorded 
tho fact that a. number of Irish " members 
of Parliament refused to oboy theauthority 
of the Speaker, and hnd to be forcibly re- 
moved by a.squad of policemen. Where- 
J upon tho Hornld remarks that': 

"The rumpus. may be taken as proof 
that tho Irish factions tire even mora thor- 
oughly united than was supposed, and are 
starting out to follow tho tactics laid down 
by their great Parliamentary leader, Par- 
nell." 

Here Jib" the" elastic yhreBtick applied re- 
spectively to tho Irieh and tho woman. 

The Herald does not propose to disfran- 
chise nil Irishmen. That very day the 
llcrald chronicled an assault committed by 
Senator J. H; Geiger, of Montana, upon 
A. B. Keith: 

"Last night tho men ■ mot in the lobby 
of the Senate chamber at tho close of the 
extra session. Geiger rushed ot Keith, 
who struck him a heavy blow on the fore- 
bead with a loaded cane. The Senator 
was stunned. Before ho recovered Keith 
had walked away. Senntor Geiger is now 
searching for Keith with a revolver, -.hav- 
ing threatened to kill him on sight: A 
Bhooting affair is regarded when they meet. 

But the editor does not suggest the dis- 
franchisement of oil tho men in Montana; 
not oven of the Montana Senator. Again 
the elastic yardstick. ' Five days before, 
"a fierce 'fisticuff fight'.' was . chronicled 
between tbo German and Czech deputies in 
the Austrian Reichratb.' But nobody sug- 
gests that all Germans and Czechs should 
be forever disfranchised. - 

Mrs,. Nation enforces Kansas law by 
smashing illegal saloons. She is cited as 
an awful example of "women in politics," 
But no one has proposed to disfranchise 
the legal liquor dealers, or the county offici- 
als who refuse to 'en force- the laws of Kan- 
sas. It ib another case of the elastic yard- 
stick, always used to the disadvantage of 
women.

'among , whom I. hav p e; traveled I have 
formed BomoV^ttachinent to. But be- 
tween me and' the Chinamen there al- 
ways seemed a great gulf fixed Tvhlch 
.could never be overcome; The Chi- 
nese fcrenUomen I met during My three 
monthB' stay In tho Pekln lection and 
the year I spent In Chinese Turkestan 
wore, always very polite, and often 
cheery and genial; hut even then 1 
could always detect a vein of con- 
descenslon and superciliousness. ' They 
wero polite ■because they are bred to 
rigid politeness, hilt I nerer felt drawn 
toward a Chinese genJemaji as any. 
ono would be toward a Rajput, a Sikh, 
or an Afghan gentleman. I had with 
me on my Journey from Pckln to India 
ono compnnlon only— a Chinese serv- 
ant. He did his -work excellently, and 
wo never fell out. But, though we 
rode together for thousands of miles 
and shared many dangere In. common, 
•we -were never really attached to each 
other; and I am absolutely certain that 
if I ever see him again he will never 
dream of Jumping up and down and 
lriSBing my hands and feet In dog-like 
devotion, like my Chltrali servant did 
when I returned to Chltrol at the closo 
of the siege. Aa for the Chinese -with 
whom I was -brought In merely casual 
contact In passing- through towns and 
villages, the only thing to ho said la 
that they make no attempt whatever to 
disguise their aversion. No country is 
so unpleasant to travel In as China. 
It was a common experience to havo 
mud and stoneB thrown at one In pass- 
ing through a town, and to be greeted 
•with scoffs and sneers by an excited 
mob. I gather, therefore, from this 
that the real,'. tho instinctive attitude 
of the Chinese, as a whole, toward for- 
eigners is one of intense antipathy; 
and If ; we consider the rigid conserva- 
tism of the people we may be certain 
that that antipathy will lost for many 
a century; yet! And very natural thla 
antipathy is, many will say, and small 
wonder that they seek to keep tho 
pushing foreigner at a distance. "China 
for tho Chinese" Is a thoroughly com- 
prehensible sentiment'; and what rfgbt 
have we Europeans to force ourselves 
In where we are not wanted?

Fire engine No. 39, on its way to a 
Are, whirling and rocking behind three 
hig plunging bay horses, looks like 
an irresistible force ■ to which one 
might well give a wide berth, says the 
New York Mail ard Express. But It 
Ib not so dangerous as it appears, for 
by a recent invention ,applied first to 
that engine for a test the driver from 
his seat in the box can bring the great 
machine to a full stop within tho 
space of its own length. For a long 
time the Are department has felt the 
need ot making the brake so long in 
use mpre efficient, and from sugges- 
tions made, by Chief Croker, who is 
ever looking for new devices with 
which to equip his splendid depart- 
ment, Engineers Corson „ond Schurn- 
bersky of engine No. 39 invented a 
brake attachment which meets the 
long-felt want. The Invention con- 
elsta simply of a cog wheel and "dog" 
acting as a lock, upon the brake and 
easily worked from the driver's seat. 
The test made in front of fire head- 
quarters In the .presence of Chief Crok- 
er and other officials- proved that the 
invention Is a splendid success, and 
every engine and truck in the city will 
fetion be equipped with It.' The bene- 
fits arising from the new brake are 
at once apparent It has been too great 
a task for a driver to handle three 
giant horses and at the same time hold 
the brake against tho wheel - when 
dashing down some heavy grade or 
trying to slow up before Btrlktng down 
some vehicle or careless pedestrian. 
Accidents without number which have 
happened are now made impossible, ao 
effectively does the new dog and cog 
wheel hold the brake when once set 
And now, Instead of a long, steady 
strain, the driver has only to put the 
brake on notch by notch and "tho lit- 
tle dog" does the. rest. Often in dash- 
ing to a fire some part of the harness 
breaks and the horses, terrified. by Ayr 
Ing strap or crowding engine, take the 
bits' In their teeth and usually tear 
things up before they are . again 
brought under control, With tho. new 
brake they can be speedily, brought to 
a standstill. With the new device It 
matters not with what speed the en- 
gine comes nor how steep the grade 
may bo.

The opponent's Klastlc Yard-Stick. 

■Opponent of equal'sulFrago have made a 
wonderful invention— -nn elastic yardstick, 
By a judicious use of it, they propose to 
prevent women from voting, Whenover 
any woman does an unwise thing, they 
chargo it against the whole body of women 
and gravely aflirni that all women ore un- 
fit to vote. A few days ago some" of, the 
Daughters of the American Revolution, in 
a 'contested election, lost their temper and 
got into a verbal scrimmage, which was 
telegraphed from Maine .to Mexico, as an 
evidence of woman's* unfitness for self-gov- 
ernment. The Boston Daily Herald, with 
owl-like gravity, in a leading editorial, con- 
tended tbat: 

"The Washington action docs not render 
it probable that women with fall suffrage 
rights would bo a success in public affairs, 
since if women nro to have the suffrage 
ull women must bo admitted to it. The 
misbehaving Washington women must 
come in ub well as the more properly con- 
ducting womnn suffragists." 

Yet, tbe same day, the Herald recorded 
the fact that a number of Irish' -members 
of Parliament refused to obey tho authority 
of the Speaker, nnd had to be forcibly re- 
moved by n squad of policemen. Where- 
upon the Horald remarks that': 

"Tho rumpus may be taken as proof 
tbat tho Irish factions nro even more thor- 
oughly united than wsvt supposed, and nro 
etarling out to follow tho tactics laid down 
by their great Parliamentary leader, Par- 
noil." . 

Hero is the' elastic yardstick applied re- 
spectively to the Irish and tbo womnn. 

The Herald does not propose to disfran- 
chise nil Irishmen. That very day tho 
Herald cbroniclod an assault committed by 
Senator J, H. Gelgor, of Montana, upon 
A.B.Keith: 

"Lost night the men - met in the lobby 
of the Senate chamber at tbo close of the 
extra session. Geiger rushed at Keith, 
who struck him a heavy blow on the fore- 
head with a loaded cane. The Senator 
was stunned, Before he recovered Konh 
had walked away. Senator Geiger is now 
searching for Keith with a revolver, hav- 
ing threatened to kill him on sight. A 
shooting affair i8 regarded when they meet. 

But the editor does not suggest the dis- 
franchisement of nil tho men in Montana; 
not even of the Montana Senator, Again 
tho elastic yardstick, Five days before, 
"a fierce fisticuff fight" was chronicled 
between tbo German and Czech deputies in 
tho Austrian Reichrulh.' But nobody sug- 
gests that all Germans and Czechs should 
be forever disfranchised , 

Mrs. Nation enforces Kansas law by 
smashing illegal saloons. She is cited as 
an awful example of "women in politics." 
But' no one baa proposed to disfranchise 
tbo legal liquor dealers, or the county offici- 
als who refuse to'enforce-theT taws of Kan- 
sas, It ib another case of the elastic yard- 
stick, always used to tbo disadvantage of 
women.

They 
were polite 'because they are bred to 
rigid politeness, but! I never: felt" drawn 
toward a Chinese gentleman as any 
one would be toward a Rajput, a Sikhj 
or an Afghan gentleman. ' I had with 
ine on my Journey from Pokin to Indlo 
one companion only — a Chinese serv- 
ant. He did his work excellently, and 
wo never fell out. But, though wa 
rode together for thousands of mtlea 
and Bharod.many dangers in common, 
we were never really attached to. each 
other; and I am absolutely certain that 
IfM ever see him again he, will never 
dream of Jumping up and down and 
kissing my hands and feet In dog-llko 
devotion, like my Chltrall servant did 
when I returned to Chltral at the cIosb 
of the siege. As for the Chinese with 
whom I was brought In merely casual 
contact In passing-through towns and 
villages, the only thing to be said is 
tbat they make no attempt whatever to 
disguise their aversion. No country Is 
bo unpleasant to travel In as China. 
It was a common experience to havo 
mud and stones thrown at one In pass- 
ing through a town, and to be greeted 
with scoffs ■ and sneers by an excited 
mob. I gather, therefore, from this 
tbat tho real,*. tho instinctive attitude 
of the Chinese, as a whole, toward for- 
eigners Is one of intense antipathy; 
and If we consider the rigid conserva- 
tism of tho people we may be certain 
that that antipathy will last for many 
a century- yet And very natural this 
antipathy la, many will say) and Bmall 
wonder that they seek to keep the 
pushing foreigner at a distance, "China 
for the Chinese" Is a thoroughly com- 
prehensible sentiment; and what right 
have we Europeans to force ourselves 
in where we are not wanted?

Gcn.'Foustou at once proposed to head 
ait expedition to Isabella province In an 
effort to capture Aguinujdo. ' After, much 
discussion Gov. Gen. MacArthur consent- 
ed anil prep a rations were begun. 

Fuuston's plan ; of operations wan 
unique. After being landed on the cast 
coast Fmiston nud his four American 
companions were to play the role of pris- 
oners In the hands of the natives, who 
were to represent themselves to Agul- 
ualdo as loyal Filipinos. When brought 
berore Agulualdo the latter was to be 
seized by Funston's native troops and 
inii itc a prisoner. < 

Tho adventure was a desperate one, as 
Its success or failure depended on tho 
faithfulness of Funston's native soldiers. 
They were Muciihebes. who hfive been 
loyal to the United States almost from 
tho day the American troops landed. 
They we're worthy of the trust imposed 
on them, ns proven by the success of thn 
enterprise. 

Funston's plans went through as well 
as they had been planned. Agulnnldo 
fell Into tho trap, was made a prisoner, 
and was brought to Manila in the .gun- 
lion t Vlckshurg. which remained cruising 
off the east coast of Liieou for th at pur- 
pose. His capture may mean the end 
of the'wnr. 




Thn above map of a portlou of the Isl- 
and of Luzon shows the relative position 
of th'c province of Isabel a, hi which tho 
Insurgent' leader wus captured, to Manila. 
The northeastern portion of the island Is 
witd, mountnlnoiiH and unsettled. It .is

L'uliinrm is a town on the eastern 
coast of Ishbela province, situated' some- 
what Inland on a river which Hows into 
tho Culf of Palanan. Between the const 
and tho' Rio Grande, which flows' north-, 
ward, through northern Luzon, urn the 
Sierra, Madras inouii tains, a coast range 
which Is almost. Impassable. Palanan' 
and the coast towns where Aguhialdo 
has been hiding could only be reached by 
the water route. v 



FUNSTON'S OWN STORY, 



Telia of How the liluilvc Anutnaldo 
. YVnu Captured, 
A dispatch from "Manila gives, Gen. 
Fiji is ton's account uf his capture of Agul- 
ualdo. Funston took with him seventy- 
eight. Mttcabebcs, uu whoui he could de- 
pend, and nearly half of whom wore the 
Insurgent uniform. The Mncubobea were 
commanded by four ex-Insurgent otllcers, 
one being a Spaniard. The live Ameri- 
cans wore plain blue shirts nnd khaki 
trousers. Arriving hi that section where 
Agnlnuldo was known to.be, letters to 
which had been forged the name of Lacu- 
na, nn insurgent. - genera I. were forwarded 
to Agtmlnalda, »tn ting that the Pension 
party was a company of insurgent troops, 
sent at the request of Agulnuldo. It wus 
given out that. the Americans wore upart 
of nn engineering corps that had .been 
surprised and captured, Agulnaldo wus 
highly pleased, aud ordered the party to 
coma to bin). It was a nine days' march 
before the leader's quarters, were reach- 
ed. A gu In aide's household troops, fifty 
In number, were lined up to recclvo the 
visitors. The party marched up. and the 
house in which Agulnaldo '.wns staying 
wan surrounded. Quickly the Spanish 
ofllccr gave J the order to thn Macabebcs: 
"Now, Mncnbebes, go for them." Tho 
Macabebcs opened tire, killing three in- 
surgents. Aglilualuo, not comprehending 
the situation, rushed to the window and 
shouted: "Stop that foolishness; quit 
wasting ammunition." Illlartc Plucldo, 
a'Tagalog olHccr, itnd former Insurgent 
major, threw his arms around Agulualdo, 
crying: "You are a prisoner of the Amer- 
icans!" Agulnaldo fought, nud others 
rushed to his aid, Phichlo shot Col. Si- 
meon Villln, Agulu aide's .chief of Btuff, 
Meanwhile the tiring outside wus hot aud 
beuvy, .under the direction of Funston 
himself. The Insurgents soon fled, leav- 
ing Agulnaldo -and Santiago Barcelona, 
the Insurgent treasurer, prisoners. Agul- 
naldo was at Brat very much excited,' 
but soon calmed down. From privnte pa- 
'pera secured It was discovered Agulunlilo 
on Jan. 23 had proclaimed himself dicta- 
tor. - . The party then 1 , made a forced 
march to ^Palanan bay,, where- they were 
taken on board the gun bout Vlckshurg. 
Agulnuldo declared he would hover have 
been captured except by - stratagem, but 
admitted ho had . been hard pressed on 
many occasions.

DEATH IS A HERO'S LOT, 



Fire In the Gunboat Petrel Kills Lieu- 
tenant Commnnder Hbper* 

• Iii a heroic attempt to save the life of 
a seaman iu a fire on board the United 
States gunboat -Petrel at Cavlte, P, L, 
Lieutenant Commander Jesse Minis Ro- 
per, commiiuder of tlie vessel, lost his 
life. Lieut. J, S. McKoun and Cadet 
John E, Lewis of the Petrel suffered se- 
verely in snatching' the body of Com- 
mander Boper from tho flames. Twenty- 
two members nf the crew Were prostrat- 
ed iu tho firo from the smoke,- ten of 
them, being hi a serious condition, but It 
Is thought ill will recover. ■< 

Fire was discovered in the snllrooin of 
tho Petrel. The suilrooin is u small com- 
partment adjoining the magazine. The 
heat wns'dnteuse, the smoke suffocating 
aud the flames dlftlcult to extinguish. 

Lieutouuut.Oomiiinuiler Bopor was the 
first to descend Into tile hold, but hn wus 
forced. to return to the deck by the dense 
smoke. Others then went down. Scn- 
itiau Tatrlck Toner was overcome and 
was about to perish when Commander 
I toper again plunged down Into tho sail- 
room, despite the warnings, .and endeav- 
ored . to .rescue him ami: was suffocated 
in thu attempt. 

, The contents of the snilroom were 'de- 
stroyed, but the damage' to the gunboat 
was slight. Tho origin of the fire has not 
been ascerta hied, hut possibly It was a 
case of spontaneous combustion.

Uucle Sum Will Pay Welt for Educa- 
tors In the Phtlinpt&CB. 

PJnccs nrc open for 1,000 trained Amer- 
Icnu teachers in the Orient. This la tho 
result of tht estnbllshwent of a geueral 
department of public instruction for the 
Philippines, with a eciilral olllce in Ma- 
nila under the direction of a general su- 
perintendent, to be appointed by the Phil- 
ippine commission, at n salary of $0,000 
per annum. 

Schools are to be established la every 
pueblo in tho archipelago, where practica- 
ble, anil those already established shall 
he reorganized where necessary. The sal- 
aries of tho division superintendents and 
teachers und the curricula, for primary, 
secondary and other public schools arc to 
be established by the general superin- 
tendent. He also is to exercise genera) 
supervision over the entire" department. 
According to the terms of the act the 
English' language, as soon ns practicable, 
shall be ninth; the basis of- nil public In- 
struction, ~ and' soldiers may be detailed 
ns instructors until replaced by trained 
teachers, 

Authority Is given to the general su- 
pcrintoadent ,to obtain from the United 
States 1,000 trained teachers at salaries 
of not less than $75, nor more than $100, 
a month, the exact salary to be fixed ac- 
cording to the efficiency of the teacher. 
The net provides 'that uoteachcr or oth-, 
er person "Blmll tench or criticise the doc- 
trines of nny church, religious sect or de- 
nomination, or shall attempt to influence 
the pupils for or n gainst nny church or 
religious eect in any public school." Vio- 
lation of this section la mndc punishable 
by summary dismissal from the. public 
•crvicc. ' ■ ,-
